This series of articles 
by Mr. Macafee deals wholly with 
classification of the stamps and he 
has worked out the system in a series 
of charts that make it possible by a 
process of elimination, for anyone to 
classify even the most difficult of the 
recent issues. 

Forbidden the help of illustrations, 

collectors must grope in the dark for 
means and methods by which they can 
classify their stamps. It is a fact 
that out of the hundreds of thousands 
of collectors who gather U. S. issues, 
but a small percentage actually under- 
stand them and can classify them 
properly. 
.. In presenting this series of charts, 
it has been thought advisable to start 
with the more modern issues since it 
is these issues that present the most 
difficulty and it is these issues that are 
found in the collections of most of 
our collectors of today. 

In 1908 a design was adopted which 
with various changes of design, some

only slight changes in the dies, 
changes of perforation, watermark 
etc; was used for fifteen years. 
Through this period more than 200 
varieties that interest the collector 
were issued and the difficulty of clas- 
sifying them has been the one thing 
that has bothered collectors for years. 

By the use of the charts which we 
will print, it should be possible for 
every collector to properly separate 
and classify every one of the stamps 
of this period. 

Collectors who have seen the copies 
of these charts speak highly of them 
and have urged their publication. It 
will require several weeks to complete 
the series for but a small amount of 
space can be given to the copy in 
each number. Throughout this period 
we shall be obliged to omit other ma- 
terial that otherwise would have been 
published and it has been our belief 
that we could best give space for these 
articles throughout the summer 
months. 


Several collectors who have seen 
the copy for these charts suggested 
the reprinting of the charts on stan- 
dard size 8% x 11 inch pages in loose 
leaf form for permanent reference. 

We can well realize the desirability 
and value of such a series of charts 
prepared on good quality paper and 
printed to fit a loose leaf binder of 
the standard 8% x 11 inch size. 


We are unable to estimate how 
many pages the series of charts will 
require but believe that there will be 
at least 30 or 40 pages in the com- 
plete series. We would be glad to 
undertake the publication of these 
charts on good quality paper for per- 
manent use if there is enough of our 





readers who would care to purchase 
sets of the pages. 

After publication of the first of 
these charts in our issue of July 18, 
we would be glad to hear from every 
collector who would be interested in 
the purchase of a set of the pages as 
suggested above. We believe that 
these pages can be reprinted and sold 
in sets at a flat price of le per page, 
for the entire series of pages. This 
price will make them within reach 
of every collector and their use should 
be invaluable to everyone who has 
difficulty in classifying his stamps. 

If we can have advance reservations 
for approximately 250 sets of the 
charts we will undertake the reprint- 
ing of them, orders to be filled when 
the series is completed. Naturally, 
if reprinted we shall publish an extra 
supply which will be sold at a higher 
price to those who are not original 
subscribers. 

In any event we will guarantee the 
cost not to exceed 50c postpaid to all 
who make subscriptions before publi- 
cation and in this manner we believe 
that there will be enough readers who 
will want a series of these charts to 
make their publication desirable.

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Bureau Print Precancels 


ITH the possibility of a 
new issue of _ postage 
stamps, and with it an en- 


tire new issue of buro print 

precancels, the author feels 
that a review of the so called old 
types would not be amiss at this time. 
Since the name old types will no 
longer be appropriate, even tho in all 
probability the type of overprint will 
be continued as the current B-11 and 
B-13. It is suggested that you buro 
hounds begin now to think up a suit- 
able name for these issues. How about 
original types, thus leaving the classic 
experimentals as they are at present. 

But getting back to the business at 
hand, first let’s review the experi- 
mentals. These were issued from 
three towns, namely New Orleans, La. 
with six varieties, including two pos- 
tage Dues (This is the only postage 
due stamps to be issued as buro pre- 
cancels), Augusta, Me. one variety, 
and Springfield, Mass. with fourteen 
(14) varieties. So much for the ex- 
perimentals the following notes and 
list will NOT include them. 

1,132 of these original issues were 
issued by a total of 125 cities, rep- 
resenting 33 states and the District 
of Columbia. New York state leads 
with 16 towns representing it. The 
score, New York 16, Ohio 10, and 
Pennsylvania 9. 4 states having but 
2 towns, and 3 states but 1 town pre- 
cancelling. 

The honor of having the greatest 
number of varieties from any one 
town goes to Boston, Mass. and Cleve- 
land, Ohio, both having 26 varieties, 
Columbus Ohio and Providence R. I. 
coming next with 25 each. 12 or 9% 
of the towns are represented by one 
stamp only. 45 or 36% of the towns 
precancelled coil stamps only. 1 town 
precancelled perf. 10 issue only, and 
2 towns the perf. 11 x 10% only.

A few months ago, a small group 
of representatives of the philatelic 
press were given the first public dem- 
onstration of that latest development 
in stamp manufacture, the perforating 
machine guided by the electric eye. 
Mr. Alvin W. Hall, Director of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
where this development was made 
possible, and Mr. Henry J. Holtzclaw, 
designer of the device, showed con- 
siderable enthusiasm in demonstra- 
tion of the “electric eye.” 

Today we find that enthusiasm un- 
abated, with much of the experimental 
stage past. That the machine has 
fulfilled their hopes, is best shown in 
Mr. Hall’s own words, “The experi- 
mental work with the electric eye 
perforating machine has demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that it is a huge 
success.” This statement is further 
borne out by the fact that more plates 
for use with the electric eye were 
made during the month of May, thus 
setting at rest speculations tending 
to imply that the machine had fallen 
into disuse or had even been discarded 
entirely. 

Plans at present do not call for 
plates of the other stamp denomina- 
tions to be added to the list for per- 
forating on the machine controlled by 
the electric eye, as there is only one 
machine in operation under this pro- 
cess, the original one assembled by 
the designer. Mr. Hall explains that 
the other values will be added when 
the various perforating machines have 
been adjusted for use with the elec- 
tric eye. The electric eye device it- 
self still must be redesigned to make 
it more compact. Figures are in pro- 
cess of compilation at the Bureau, 


which will show in cold analysis the 
full extent of the success of this rev- 
olutionary process of perforating 
postage stamps. 

The latest list from the Bureau 
shows only the California stamp as 
having gone to press during the month 
of May, bearing plate numbers 21405 
through 21410. 

The following postage stamp plates 
were made during the month of May 
by the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing: 

21399, 2c ordinary, 1922, 400 sub- 
ject rotary; 21400-01, 3c ordinary, 
1932, 400 rotary; 21402, 2c, ordinary, 
1922, 400 rotary; 21403-04, 3c, ordin- 
ary, 1932, 400 rotary; 21405-10, 3c, 
Calif., 1935, 200 rotary; 21411, 2c, or- 
dinary, 1922, 400 rotary;.21412-15, Ic, 
ordinary, 1922, 400 rotary. 

Plates have been made for the new 
Migratory Bird Hunting Tax stamps 
those for the 1935-36 hunting season, 
bearing the numbers 131980-81-82-83. 
Through recent legislation these 
stamps may be purchased through any 
of the larger postoffices, in any quan- 
tity, and unaffixed to certificates or 
hunting licenses. 





Argentine Officials 
Counterfeited 





Mr. Clifton J. English of the Clif- 
ton J. English & Co., Nashua, New 
Hampshire reports finding large num- 
bers of counterfeit overprints of the 
various Argentine Departmental sur- 
charges in a recent consignment of 
stamps from Buenos Aires. 

The counterfeit surcharges have 
been applied to used copies and show 
themselves to be counterfeited since 
the overprint is clearly on top of the 
cancellation. 

Collectors and dealers should use 
caution in acquiring these stamps.

Several questions are asked this 
week by Mr. D. V. Brodhead. One 
concerns the meaning of the word 
“incomplete” with reference to the 
quantity issued of recent commem- 
oratives. It will be noted in such 
cases that the stamp in question is 
still on sale and, until withdrawn from 
the Agency, a ‘complete total of the 
number issued and sold cannot be 
made. 

Another question concerns the rel- 
ative scarcity of the 10c Pan- Pacific 
stamp in comparison with the 10c 
Pan-American. According to Mr. 
Brodhead 17 million of the former 
were issued and only five million of 
the latter yet the Pan-Pacific sells 
for almost double the latter. There 
are several factors entering this seem- 
ing discrepancy in price. First, the 
figure for the Pan-Pacific 10¢ covers 
all three varieties, that is, 2 shades 
of perf. 12 and the perf. 10. Second, 
looking at the value of the used copies 
we see that the Pan-Pacific is com- 
paratively cheap in comparison to the 
mint and also to the used Pan-Ameri- 
can 10c. Third, there was a higher 
percentage of straight-edged stamps 
in the Pan-Pacific sheets than the 
Pan-American. Fourth, for comple- 
tion, a collector needs three Pan- 
Pacific to one of the other. Taking 
all this into consideration, the rela- 
tive scarcity as reflected in current 
prices seems reasonable. 

Mr. Brodhead also asks why. the 
mint 5c Louisiana should be quoted 
higher than the 3c when two million 
more fives were issued. This is easi- 
ly explained by the fact that the 
5e was used for the regular foreign 
mail rate whereas the 3c served no 
real purpose as the domestic rate 
was 2c at the time. 








The new electric-eye stamp appear- 
ed this Spring after experimental 
work which went on for some time. 
This explains why the plate number 
appears to show that the stamp was 
issued after the Chicago Exhibition 
sheets. A quantity accumulated and 
they were finally placed on sale. This 
variety will probably not receive cat- 
alogue recognition as design, paper 
and perforation were not affected by 
the experiment and it is therefore-in- 
distinguishable from former printings 
as far as the cataloguers are con- 
cerned. 

Mr. Harry Beaman requests the 
value of an “Albino envelope”, that 
is, one without color. There seems 
to be a great deal more of these than 
there are collectors but they usually 
sell for ten cents. 


Mr. Leland Chittenden has a 6c 
Garfield which is brown instead of 
orange. This is the result of oxida- 
tion which occurs on orange and 
yellow stamps when near or on paper 
in which the bleaching or manufactur- 
ing agent is sulphur. 


Mrs. M. McDonald, Green Bay, Wis- 
consin, secretary of the Green Bay 
Philatelic Society, has available a 
colored postcard showing the original 
painting for the Wisconsin stamp and 
also an historical leaflet about Nico- 
let. Both may be had for five cents 
to cover cost. 


Sourby Edits Stamp Column 


Many larger cities have advertising 
sheets apart from the daily news- 
papers that have a general circulation 
throughout the city. Up in Chicago 
the “Downtown Shopping News” 
which is circulated throughout Chica- 
go twice weekly, carries a column de- 
voted to stamp collecting. E. H. Sour- 
by, secretary of the Gateway Phila- 
telic Society is editing this column 
which will doubtless make many new 
contacts for the Society in the Chi- 
cago field.

The final figures and an- 
nouncements of the Department will 
soon be available and we can then 
find which of the various items will 
be the most choice or most rare. 
That the 16c Airmail will probably 
be the outstanding stamp is certain 
at this time.

reasons, chief of which is the higher | 
value of the stamp. It is only nat-| 
ural that the higher the value, the 
less copies are bought, then again, 
Airmail stamps are highly specialized 
by many collectors and there is a 
following for airmail stamps that will 
absorb large numbers of this stamp. 

There will be much demand abroad 
for this stamp from collectors who 
collect airmails but do not collect U. 
S. in an extensive manner. 

Perhaps it would be just as well 
to wait and see what the future 
brings for these stamps as to try to 
judge them now, but the one thought 
that should sink into the minds of 
all collectors is that the issue in each 
instance was but a small one. Large 
quantities of the plain material has 
been used up for postage and lost to 
collectors. This was done in order 
that dealers might finance the pur- 
chase of full sheets in order to get 
the choice pieces. Then again while 
we cuss the issue, there are certain 
to be enough collectors now and in the 
years to come, that even the plain 
stamps will soon go to figures that 
will make all buyers feel that their 
investment has not been in vain. 


SOCIETY Already the various 
CONVENTIONS societies are plan- 

ning their annual 
conventions. The S. P. A. which will 
meet at St. Louis seems to have been 
more active in this manner than has 
the larger society, the A. P. S. It 
would seem that an earlier “ballyhoo” 
of the forthcoming conventions should 
have been made as there are numerous 
collectors who must plan summer va- 
cations and who might plan to take 
in one of these events if they had the 
facts early in the summer so that 
their plans could be made accordingly. 


SILVER From every part of the

Thomas F. Whitbread 
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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Geo. Rogers Clark Stamp 





This, the largest of our commemorative stamps, was 
issued on February 25, 1929, as a tribute to one of 
our revolutionary leaders, and to commemorate the 
150th anniversary of the victory of Col. Clark over 
the British at Fort Sackville (Vincennes) Indiana, 
February 25, 1779. It was due to this victory that 
by the Treaty of Paris our western boundary was fixed 
as the Mississippi instead of the Ohio River. 


The exploit is one of the greatest in our history. 
Col. Clark was in Illinois when word reached him 
that the British had taken Fort Sackville. On Feb- 
ruary 5th he set out with 130 men to recapture it. 
After a forced march of 18 days, through snow, ice 
and water, they arrived at Ft. Sackville. Hiding back 
of a ridge they mounted flags on long poles, so they 
could be seen from the fort, and marched ‘and counter- 
marched to give the appearance of a large force. Then 
Col. Clark sent word to the commander to surrender. 
He asked three days in which to consider. Col. Clark 
ordered him to surrender or fight, and the next morn- 
ing he and his force marched out and gave themselves 
up. 

The 2c—Surrender of Ft. Sackville—was issued on 
Feb. 25, 1929, in carmine and black, perf. 11, no 
watermark. ‘The design is taken from a painting by 
Frederick C. Yohn which is the property of the In- 
diana Historical Society. It was printed in sheets of 
100 with both horizontal and vertical guide lines, and 
cut into vertical panes of 50, so in addition to the 
plate number and position blocks there are top and 
bottom split arrows, right and left complete arrows, 
center guide and split guide lines. 


16,684,674 of the stamps were issued, from frame 
plates 19720 to 27, 19740 to 43, and center plates 
19728 to 19739. No important minor varieties. 

First day covers are officially only from Vincennes, 
but the obliging postmaster there mailed out a number 
of orders in advance of that date, so other Feb. 25th 
covers exist. The writer has a registered cover from 
Vincennes dated Feb. 23d which contained a supply 
of the stamps and used several of them in Chicago 


on Feb. 25. 


The Edison Stamps 





These stamps were issued for an unusual purpose, 
not to honor the memory of a man, but to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of the invention of the electric 
light by Thomas A. Edison. Mr. Edison had the 
novel honor of being alive at the time and was chief 
guest at a dinner given by Henry Ford at Dearborn, 
Michigan, October 21, 1929, at which the President 
and many other distinguished guests were present, 
And the speeches and festivities were for the first time 
broadcast over an international network. - Many -far- 
eign countries joined in the celebration of Light's 
Golden Jubilee and the tribute to Mr. Edison was one 
of the greatest ever given to a living person. 


The 2c carmine rose—Edison’s First Lamp—was is- 
sued June 5, 1929, flat plate, no wmk., and perf 11, 
with shades but no important minor varieties. 31,679.- 
200 were printed from plates 19775, 19776, 19777 
and 19778. 


So great was the demand in particular from manv- 
facturers for the stamp that on June 11th it appeared 
both from the rotary press and in coils. ' There are 
no important minor varieties of either. 4 


Of the rotary press stamp, perf. 11 x 1012, there 
were 210,120,000 issued from plates. .19779,..19780, 
19796, 19797, 19806, 19807, 19808 and 19809, 


Of the coils 133,530,000 were issued, perf. 10. verti- 
cally, from plates 19781, 19782, 19794, 19795, 19802, 
19803 and 19804, but for some unexplained reason 
none have been identified from plates 19802 and 
19803. 


First day covers of the flat plate stamps are from 
the home town of Mr. Edison, Menlo Park, N. J, 
June 5, 1929, and both the rotary. press and coil stamps 
were put on sale at Washington, D. C. on June lth.

Farley Imperforates. Faked 
Arrow and Center Line 
Blocks 





I have had an opportunity to ex- 
amine blocks of the Mother’s Day and ° 
Wisconsin imperforates with center 
lines and arrows drawn in, which are 
alleged to have been made in Detroit 
by a dentist now in custody on a Fed- 
eral charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud. I have not yet seen any of the 
National Parks issue which are said 
to have been fabricated by the same 
party. 

At first appearance the blocks are 
likely to deceive anyone off guard, and 
I consider them well done, and the 
color of the drawn-in lines well 
matched. But a close examination 
reveals many points which will prove 
their undoing, things which are well 
tq look for. As an example, in some 
cases the ink of a drawn-in line over- 
ran the edge of the paper and stained 
it through. Typical of lines drawn 
with a pen is the uneven thickness of 
the line as the ink on the pen begins 
to thin down, and this unevenness, 
and I might say slight raggedness, of 
the line is best seen when examined 
closely under a good magnifier. Fre- 
quently the drawn-in line shows a 
lightness and a darkness over its 
course. These points, of course, may 
be laid to carelessness, as in the case 
of one arrow which showed small 
specks and dots of ink where the point 
of the pen probably caught for an in- 
stant. 

An important point in my mind 
was in the case of blocks which showed 
printing offsets on the reverse of the 
stamps. There was a center line block 
which showed a very plain offset on 
the back from the next sheet in the 
stack, but the offsetting showed no 
center lines, and in the case of an 
arrow block, there was no offsetting 
of an arrow. 

There was another center line block 
where the faker selected a block which 
already showed a genuine guide line 
in one direction, and he merely drew 
in one faked line to complete a center 
cross line.

The 5c and 10c triangular postage due 
stamps (Scott’s #601 & #602) are obsolete 
and there are only small quantities left of 
the four higher values. 


CAYMAN ISLANDS — Our readers who 
specialize in the stamps of this Colony, will 
be interested in the data in the latest issue of 
Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly to the effect that the 
4p value exists in many distinct shades. The 
latest printing is represented by a very bright 
tone and quite distinct from any of the previ- 
ous printings. 


FRANCE—S0c Peace type Major Variety. 
In Gibbons’ latest Stamp Monthly are illus- 
trated two types of Scott’s #280. Examina- 
tion of the few used duplicates of this stamp 
in our hands revealed both types, so each 
would thus appear to be plentiful. The dif- 
ference is in the shape of the “c” to the right 
of “50”. Type I the ‘“‘c’” resembles a thin 
crescent standing on its side. Type II the 
“ec” is larger, heavier at the top and always 
with a ball to the top point which gives it the 
appearance of leaning forward. Gibbons state 
that the examination of many light and heavy 
printings dispell the possibility of inking 
being the cause of the variation and that 
there can be very little doubt that the two 
types are products of different plates. Type 
I is found with dates from September 1932, 
while the earliest date of type II, noted thus 
far, is December 1933.

Floyd E. Pilger of Buffalo, N. Y., 
shows me a nice block of four of the 
llc green shade from East Aurora, 
N. Y. Mr. Pilger brings up the ques- 
tion..as to the relative worth of the 
stamp precancelled and just plain 
mint. I confess I do not know the 
market value of the stamp in mint 
condition, in fact it would be hard for 
any one to say, because I have noted 
it priced from double face up to over 
50c per stamp. To make it more 
clearly-I-am speaking of the 1922 type 
issue llc, the original of which was 
blue. I have written at length sev- 
eral times in this column as to the dif- 
ferent shades and the attitude the pre- 
cancel collector takes toward them, 
and the coneensus of the whole thing 
is that a precancel collector will keep 
them but since his chief aim is to 
complete sets a stamp in either of the 
shades available will do, and he will 
pay little or no premium and make 
no. special effort to obtain shades un- 
less perhaps he is specializing in some 
certain stamp. The above mentioned 
stamp would be a_ nice_precancel 
whether in BLUE or GREEN shade 
and I don’t believe a precancel collec- 
tor would care much which shade it 
was so long as he obtained a copy for 
himself.
